Today marks a special day for 
the first annual AIFF, which 
began on Friday, June 4. The 
Cinemas in Paseo Herencia 
Mall has scheduled screenings 
beginning from 5:00 p.m. of a 
remarkable melange of interna¬ 
tional films. Today and tomor¬ 
row at 5:00 p.m. families can 
catch the world premiere of 
“Nanny McPhee & the Big 
Bank,” which is scheduled to 
hit U.S. theaters in August.

This afternoon, press and 
public can sit with noted film¬ 
maker Griffin Dunne, who has 
been featured in over 40 films 
and television appearances, in¬ 
cluding starring turns in “An 
American Werewolf in Lon¬ 
don,” and “After Hours.” He 
was also a director and co¬ 
writer of “Duke of Groove” for 
which he received an Academy 
award nomination for Best 
Live Action Short Film, and 
premiered his short film “Vero¬ 


nica” at the AIFF on Sunday. 

Tonight’s premier movie 
“Cairo Time,” features re¬ 
nowned character actress Patri¬ 
cia Clarkson, who has arrived 
to walk the red carpet and will 
share time with her public to¬ 
morrow afternoon. These in¬ 
teractive sessions take place at 
3:30 p.m. in The Cinemas, and 
tickets cost only $14. Over the 
weekend, Hollywood legend 
Richard Gere and three-time 
Oscar winner for Best Editing, 
Thelma Schoonmaker, pro¬ 
vided memorable sessions to 
packed houses eager to share 
their insights and anecdotes 
from long, distinguished ca¬ 
reers in the film industry.

BP aims to double oil 
captured in Gulf 


WASHINGTON/VENICE, 
Louisiana - Energy giant BP 
Pic plans to soon double the 
amount of oil it captures from 
its ruptured Gulf of Mexico 
well, while the Gulf Coast will 
be struggling with the environ¬ 
mental mess from the huge 
spill for years, the Coast Guard 
said yesterday. 

Coast Guard Admiral Thad 
Allen, who leads the govern¬ 
ment’s relief effort, said Lon- 
don-based BP hoped to collect 
20,000 barrels (840,000 gal¬ 
lons/3.18 million liters) per 
day in its latest effort to con¬ 
tain the spill, which has now 
affected 120 miles of coastline. 

The figure underscored 
some scientists’ concerns that 
the May 27 government esti¬ 
mate of up to 19,000 barrels 


coming daily from the well a 
mile under the sea surface may 
be too low. BP had estimated 
the flow at just 5,000 barrels a 
day. 

The 49-day-old spill is 
causing an ecological and eco¬ 
nomic disaster along the U.S. 
Gulf Coast, and BP's latest ef¬ 
fort to contain the gushing oil 
is the first positive sign after a 
series of failed attempts fueled 
public anger at the company. 

The earlier efforts gener¬ 
ated initial optimism that an 
end to the crisis was in sight, 
but those hopes were dashed 
when the crude kept spewing 
out. Allen said BP’s latest at¬ 
tempt — placing a containment 
cap on top of the gushing pipe 
on the ocean floor — appeared 
to be going "fairly well." 


Israeli patrol kills four 
militants in diving suits 


GAZA, Israel - An Israeli 
naval patrol killed at least four 
Palestinian militants in diving 
gear off the Gaza coast yester¬ 
day, Hamas security officials 
and the Israeli army said. 

"An Israeli naval patrol 
spotted a boat with four men in 
diving suits on their way to 
carry out a terror attack and 
fired at them," an Israeli army 
spokesman said, adding that 
the patrol had confirmed hit¬ 
ting its targets. 

The spokesman did not say 
what the army thought was the 
intended objective of the 
divers. 

Hamas security sources 
said four bodies had been 
found and a fifth man was 


missing and presumed dead. 

The incident occurred eight 
days after Israeli marines 
killed nine Turks in violent 
confrontations on a Turkish 
cruise ship which was part of a 
six-vessel convoy that set out 
to challenge an Israeli-led 
blockade of the Hamas-ruled 
Gaza Strip. 

In egypt, an Egyptian secu¬ 
rity official declared the block¬ 
ade of Gaza a failure and said 
his country will keep its border 
with the Palestinian territory 
open indefinitely. Egypt 
opened its border with Gaza 
soon after Israel’s deadly raid 
on an international flotilla of 
activists trying to break the 
blockade a week ago.

Van der Sloot seeks own lawyer in Peru 
murder case 


LIMA, Peru - Joran van der 
Sloot will spend all week at 
criminal police headquarters 
being questioned in the death 
of a 21-year-old Lima woman 
and has asked to be able to hire 
his own lawyer. 

The Dutchman, who is also 
the prime suspect in U.S. teen 
Natalee Holloway’s 2005 dis¬ 
appearance in Aruba, is being 
held in a seventh-floor cell 
with a bunk bed and blanket 
and gets three hot meals a day, 
said Maj. Jose Gamboa, 
spokesman for the Peruvian 
national police. 

They pull out of his back¬ 
pack a laptop, a business-card 
holder and 15 bills in foreign 
currency. Van der Sloot tells 


police the money includes 
Thai, Cambodian and Bolivian 
currency. He is asked for credit 
cards and documents and ap¬ 
pears to say — his Spanish is 
very rudimentary — that they 
are in a hotel room back in 
Chile. 

Peru's chief homicide in¬ 
vestigator, Col. Miguel Canlla, 
would neither confirm nor 
deny a Sunday report in the 
Lima newspaper El Comercio 
that van der Sloot told his Pe¬ 
ruvian questioners he was in¬ 
nocent of the Flores killing. 

Dutch Embassy chief con¬ 
sular officer Angela Lowe said 
her government was providing 
van der Sloot with "regular 
consular assistance, which 


means an occasional consular 
visit, and we will make sure he 
is being treated decently, just 
like any other inmate." 

She said Peruvian authori¬ 
ties have assured the Dutch 
government they are treating 
him well. "They are taking this 
case very seriously," she added. 
"The world is watching." 

Van der Sloot is one of 117 
Dutch citizens currently in Pe¬ 
ruvian jails or prisons, most of 
them on drug-related charges, 
Lowe said. 

The suspect spoke to his 
mother by telephone for the 
first time Saturday, Lowe said, 
adding that she did not know 
whether the mother plans to 
travel to Peru. 


Ex-Union Carbide officials sentenced over 


Bhopal leak 


BHOPAL, India - A court yes¬ 
terday convicted seven Indian 
former employees of U.S. 
chemical firm Union Carbide 
of negligence and sentenced 
them to two years in jail for the 
world's worst industrial acci¬ 
dent that killed thousands in 
1984. 

Hundreds of protesters, 
many waving placards saying 
"hang the guilty" and "they are 
traitors of the nation," tried to 
force their way inside the court 
complex as a judgment for 
which activists have cam¬ 
paigned for a quarter-century 
was delivered. 

"Let us in. They may have 
been punished, but what about 
us? There are so many of us 
who have not received any 
compensation," said Shanta 
Bai, a gas victim. 

The government says 
around 3,500 people died after 
a Union Carbide plant in the 
central city of Bhopal acciden¬ 
tally released toxic gases into 
the air toward nearby slums. 

Activists say 25,000 died in 
the immediate aftermath and 
the years that followed. 

The seven former emplo¬ 
yees were also fined 100,000 
rupees ($2,100), while the for¬ 


mer Indian arm of Union Car¬ 
bide was convicted of the same 
offence of negligence and 
fined 500,000 rupees 
($10,600). An eighth employee 
who was accused has died. 

Activists and survivors said 
the sentences were too light 
and too long in coming 
through India's notoriously 


slow-moving justice system, 
which has a shortage of judges 
struggling to clear millions of 
cases in backlog. 

The Supreme Court in 1996 
also ruled the accused could 
not be tried for culpable homi¬ 
cide but only for negligence, 
which carries a shorter sen¬ 
tence.

According to the last figures in 
2007 chronic illnesses has in¬ 
creased, which is becoming a 
serious situation in our com¬ 
munity. Actually different or¬ 
ganizations and service clubs 
are doing their utmost to com¬ 
bat obesity on Aruba. The 
White Yellow Cross joined 
forces with the Arubaway 
Foundation to sponsor a televi¬ 
sion production to instill 
awareness in the community 
on the consequences of obe¬ 
sity. The two organizations 
want to run the program on tel¬ 
evision as well as in doctor of¬ 
fices and all government 
public offices. 

According to Mr. Gino 
Goeloe of the White Yellow 
Cross, “something has to be 
done, such as a national strate¬ 
gic plan, in order to attack the 
problem from its roots, from 
basic school education to sen¬ 
ior citizens. This we can ac¬ 
complish by working together.” 

The White Yellow Cross is 
doing its utmost by organizing 
lectures and presentations at 
different companies like ho¬ 
tels, government departments 
and private companies. There 
they do test of sugar levels, 
cholesterol, blood pressure, 
weight and triglyceride. One 
thing that stood out is that al¬ 
most 50% of the employees at 
those companies suffer of high 
levels of triglyceride. The 
White Yellow Cross now 
teaches the companies and per¬ 
sonnel alike that they have to 
eat healthy. They will continue 
with the check-ups to make 
people aware of their body. 


“We must start giving respect 
to our body because if we do 
not, then who will respect it, 
who will take care of it?” a 
spokesperson says. 

The White Yellow Cross 
wants to be a role model on 
Aruba. According to Gino 
Goeloe, “if Aruba does not 
stress on prevention, we will 
notice an increase in our health 
expenses. Almost 80% of the 
AZV (Aruba’s General Health 
Insurance) funds goes to the 
cure, and this cannot continue. 
We must invest more money in 
prevention and care.” 

Statistics show that the 
Netherlands i.e. invests 45,12 
milliard Euros annually in 
health, of which 46.8% goes 
to cure, while 37.6% goes to 
prevention and care. On 
Aruba, AWG 340,538 million 
is invested on our health sys¬ 
tem of which 78.6% is for cure 
and only 8.2% goes for pre¬ 
vention and care. In compari¬ 
son with the Netherlands, on 
Aruba we spend more money 
in cure, while we can focus 


more on prevention and care, 
and avoid serious health situa¬ 
tions and complications. 

For example, if one can pre¬ 
vent a person from becoming a 
diabetic or getting a heart- at¬ 
tack or brain hemorrhage, the 
AZV does not need to spent so 
much in the cure. 

Recently, the two organiza¬ 
tions visited Minister Richard 
Visser to give him more infor¬ 
mation on the television pro¬ 
duction they are preparing. 
The program is to make people 
in our community aware on 
how to live healthier and will 
consists of 13 series. The 
White Yellow Cross and Arub¬ 
away Foundation express that 
they are proud to contribute to 
the wellbeing of the general 
community.

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Aruba International Film Festival 
Conversations with....Richard Gere 



The bold venture of the Aruba 
International Film Festival 
conceptualized by islander 
Jonathan Vieira and his good 
friend, Italian filmmaker 
Giuseppe Cioccarelli, con¬ 
ducted its first premier red car¬ 
pet event on Friday, June 4. 
The fledging festival was for¬ 
tunate to have respected Italian 
filmmaker and a member of 
the Venice Film Festival 
Board, Claudio Massenza as 
Artistic Director, bringing with 
him his connections and clout 
to distinguish the AIFF with 
some stellar personalities well 
established in the filmmaking 
firmament. 

Claudio revealed he only 
needed to suggest of his in¬ 
volvement in seeing the AIFF 
a success to his friend of 30 
years, Richard Gere, and 
Gere’s immediate response 
was “What do you need from 
me?” This resulted in him 
being named official host of 
the inaugural AIFF, with the 
film in which he starred and 
also produced, “Hachiko; A 
Dog’s Story,” being the open¬ 
ing night premiere. 

Mr. Gere took time from 
shooting “The Double” in De¬ 
troit to fly to Aruba for approx¬ 
imately 24 hours to help 
provide the foundation of what 
is hoped will be an annual 


event and grow in 
scope. During di¬ 
alogs with public 
and press he ex¬ 
pressed his sincere 
hope that would be 
so, as he felt it a 
wonderful venue 
for independent 
filmmakers to 
show their work 
and get exposure. 
It does offer a 
great boon to the 
island residents as 
well, as many of 
these artistic gems 
often do not make 
their way to 
Aruban theaters 
because of com¬ 
plex business 
agreements and 
the vicissitudes of 
the industry’s mar¬ 
keting and distri¬ 
bution practices. 

During the short time he 
was on Aruba, Richard Gere 
gave generously of his time to 
his fans and the media, during 
a public Q & A at The Cinemas 
in Paseo Herencia, the first of 
a daily series of dialogs with 
visiting celebrities, and a spe¬ 
cial press confe- rence. 

The film “Hachiko,” gene¬ 
rated quite some interest; Gere 
explained he made the movie 
as a gift to his eight-year-old- 
son, “However, we soon real¬ 
ized when got into the editing 
room that it is really not a pic¬ 
ture for young children. There 
is a pervasive sadness to the 
film; but I feel it is a positive 
lesson on the aspect of dealing 
with the acceptance of death. I 
would recommend it for fami¬ 
lies with children my son’s age 
or older, and we found during 
testing that teenagers over¬ 
whelmingly responded to it.” 

Gere also admitted that he 
was not the true star of the 
film, which was the dog, and 
discussed the challenges of 
working with animals, espe¬ 
cially when they have the 
dominant role. “We just shot 
me interacting with the dogs (3 
Akitas were employed) for 
hours and hours, letting them 
do what they wanted, recor¬ 
ding their responses and ac¬ 
tions. Some times we had 


wonderful footage we didn’t 
even expect, others we had 
nothing we could use. It re¬ 
quires a great deal of patience. 
I became producer on the film 
because I had a creative vision 
for it, which I needed to be the 
producer to realize. It is not a 
job description I crave; I prefer 
being an actor.” 

A film star with Richard 
Gere’s vast resume is qualified 
to define what makes a profes¬ 
sional, “There are amateur ac¬ 
tors out there doing some 
wonderful things, but when 
you need someone to be able 
to walk in cold and believably 
demonstrate certain emotions 
on Thursday morning at 10:00 
a.m., then you hire a profes¬ 
sional, who you can count on 
to do it the next Thursday and 
the Thursday after that if need 
be. That is what a makes an 
actor a professional.” 

Brought up to be a musi¬ 
cian, Gere first began perfor¬ 
ming with bands, and learned 
to play a diversity of instru¬ 
ments during his childhood. In 
“Hachiko,” he portrys a univer¬ 
sity musical professor, doing 
his own piano playing in the 
film. “I came to New York with 
the intention of being an actor 
and with my experience and 
long hair was just what they 
needed for the kind of musicals 
that were popular at the time, 
so I found work immediately. 
For some time I disdained 
films, I was a “theater person,” 
a New York actor.” He played 
small parts in a few films from 
1973 to 1977, including a guest 
shot on “Kojak” and then broke 
through with the part of “Tony” 
in “Looking for Mr. Goodbar” 
The major role in the part that 
brought him stardom was in 
Terrance Malik’s haunting 
“Days of Heaven.” He ex¬ 
pressed being so impressed by 
Malik’s filmmaking in “Bad¬ 
lands,” that he was eager to 
work with the young director. 

A long and successful ca¬ 
reer has been punctuated by his 
conversion to Buddhism, a 
commitment to the survival of 
the people of Tibet and indige¬ 
nous people around the world, 
and the establishment of The 
Gere Foundation working to¬ 
wards that end. 

Aruban dignitaries awarded 
Gere the first Golden Aruba 
Humanitarian Award for tem¬ 
pering his success with conti¬ 
nual efforts to help the less 
fortunate. “I believe you can 
never be truly happy unless 
you are helping others,” he re¬ 
sponded to a question regard¬ 
ing his efforts. “If you spread 
the happiness, it will come 
back to you.”

By 2012 it will take between 
one to eight hours to reach 
most major cities in China by 
high-speed railway from Bei¬ 
jing, a senior railway engi¬ 
neer recently told a forum on 
city development. 

According to a Xinhua re¬ 
port Wednesday, He Wuhua, 
the Ministry of Railways' 
chief engineer, told the forum 
that in two years' time it 
would be possible to reach 
any provincial capital city in 
China from Beijing in under 
eight hours by train (except¬ 
ing Urumqi and Lhasa). 

While He did say that it 
would still take one hour to 
reach cities in Hebei Province 
like Shijiazhuang, Qinhuang- 
dao and Chengde, it would 
only take two hours to reach 
Shenyang, Jinan, Zhengzhou 
and Taiyuan. 

Reaching Changchun, 
Dalian, Nanjing, Hefei and 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica - 
Costa Rica is cracking down 
on an unauthorized stem cell 
clinic that has attracted hun¬ 
dreds of foreigners seeking 
relief from degenerative dis¬ 
eases and serious injuries. 

Better known for its idyl¬ 
lic tropical beaches and lush 
cloud forests, Costa Rica's 
many hospitals and clinics 
have made medical tourism 
one of the fastest growing 
segments of its tourism sec¬ 
tor, the motor of its economy. 

They lure tens of thou¬ 
sands of foreigners seeking 
surgery, dental work, cancer 
treatment, cosmetic surgery, 
and dozens of other proce¬ 
dures at a fraction of their 
cost in the United States. 

Until this week, one of 
those draws was stem cell 
treatment, using master cells 
gleaned from umbilical 
cords, fat and elsewhere. 

The health ministry last 
month ordered the country's 
largest stem cell clinic to stop 
offering treatments, arguing 
there is no evidence that the 


Hohhot, he said, would take 
three hours. Getting to 
Harbin, Xi'an, Shanghai, 
Hangzhou, Nanchang and 
Fuzhou would take between 
four to eight hours. 

Other experts at the forum 
said that high-speed railway 
lines would do wonders to 
boost the country's economy 
and make it easier to trans¬ 
port resources. 

During the same two years 
the total length of working 
railway lines in China will re¬ 
portedly increase from 80,000 
kilometers to more than 
100,000 kilometers, 18,000 
kilometers of which will be 
high-speed passenger rails. 

China currently has the 
most high-speed rails in the 
world with more than 6,500 
kilometers of track running 
trains at speeds of either 200 
to 500 kilometers per hour or 
350 kilometers per hour. 


treatments work or are safe. 

"If (stem cell treatment's) 
efficiency and safety has not 
been proven, we don't believe 
it should be used," said Dr. 
Ileana Herrera, chief of the 
ministry's research council. 
"As a health ministry, we 
must always protect the 
human being. 

The clinic's owner, Ari¬ 
zona entrepreneur Neil Rior- 
dan, told Reuters he closed 
the clinic and admitted the 
treatments, involving the re¬ 
moval and re-injection of 
stem cells, had not been ap¬ 
proved by the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration. 

"I think her point was that 
it is not FDA approved," he 
said in a telephone interview 
from Panama. 

The ministry said the 
clinic had a permit to store 
the adult stem cells, extracted 
from patients' own fat tissue, 
bone marrow and donated 
umbilical cords, but is not au¬ 
thorized to perform the treat¬ 
ment. 


Paper industry 
tests genetically 
altered trees 

TAMPA, Fla. - The commer¬ 
cial paper industry's plans to 
plant forests of genetically al¬ 
tered eucalyptus trees in 
seven Southern states have 
generated more cries from 
critics worried that such a 
large introduction of a bio¬ 
engineered nonnative plant 
could throw natural ecosys¬ 
tems out of whack. 

ArborGen, a biotechnol¬ 
ogy venture affiliated with 
three large paper companies, 
got U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture approval last month 
for field trials involving as 
many as 250,000 trees 
planted at 29 sites during the 
next few years. Much smaller 
lots of the genetically altered 
trees have been growing in 
some of the states for years. 

Australian eucalyptus 
trees grow faster than native 
hardwoods and produce high- 
quality pulp perfect for paper 
production, but thus far, they 
have been able to thrive only 
in very warm climates. South 
Carolina-based ArborGen ge¬ 
netically altered the trees to 
withstand freezing tempera¬ 
tures, and the idea with the 
test forests is to see how far 
north they can now be grown. 

The test sites will cover a 
total of about 300 acres in 
Florida, South Carolina, 
Texas, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Georgia and Fouisiana. 

While genetically engi¬ 
neered crops such as com and 
soybeans have become com¬ 
mon, ArborGen's experiment 
marks the first large planting 
of designer trees in the 
United States. The company 
says plantations of hearty, 
faster-growing eucalyptus 
could produce more timber in 
a smaller area and allow con¬ 
servation of natural forests. 

But critics say that despite 
the USDA's assurance that 
the trees pose no environ¬ 
mental threat, not enough is 
known about their effect on 
natural surroundings. 

"We have many reserva¬ 
tions about it," said Neil J. 
Carman, a biologist who 
serves on the Sierra Club's 
genetic engineering commit¬ 
tee. "We don't think the scien¬ 
tific evidence is in yet that 
says this is a good idea." 

Anne Petermann, execu¬ 
tive director of the activist 
group Global Justice Ecology 
Project, said eucalyptus trees 
are invasive, require vast 
amounts of water that could 
reduce groundwater levels, 
and increase the wildfire risk 
because they are so flamma¬ 
ble. 

"This is quite a dangerous 
tree to be mass planting," Pe¬ 
termann said.

attacker to take control of the 
system in the context of the 
user running the affected 
product. 

Reader and Acrobat 9.x 
users can mitigate the vulner¬ 
ability by deleting, renaming 
or denying access to the auth- 
play component which, on 
Windows, is typically located 
at C:\Program 

Files\Adobe\Reader 
9.0YReader\authplay. dll for 
Adobe Reader or C:\Program 
Files\Adobe\Acrobat 9.0\Ac- 
robat\authplay.dll for Acro¬ 
bat. After this change users 
who open a PDF with SWF 
content will experience a 
non-exploitable crash. Users 
who don't see the need to run 
PDFs with Flash content in 
them may consider this 
change permanently. I know 
I'm doing that. 

Adobe is still working on 
a schedule for patches for the 
affected products. Famed 
Mac OS security researcher 
Dino Dai Zovi has informa¬ 
tion on the source of the at¬ 
tacks.

Fat-free chocolate milk beat 
out carbohydrate sports 
drinks at helping to rebuild 
and refuel muscles after exer¬ 
cise, researchers report. 

The combination of carbo¬ 
hydrates and protein in low- 
fat chocolate milk appears to 
be ’’just right” for refueling 
weary muscles, says William 
Lunn, PhD, an exercise sci¬ 
entist at the University of 
Connecticut. 

”Ifs not just a dessert item, 
but it’s very healthy, espe¬ 
cially for endurance athletes,” 
Lunn said. 

The research involved eight 
male runners in good physical 
shape who ate a balanced diet 
for two weeks. At the end of 
each week, they took a fast 
paced, 45-minute mn. 


Following each mn, the 
men drank either 16 ounces 
of fat-free chocolate milk or 
16 ounces of a carbohydrate- 
only sports beverage with the 
same number of calories. 

Post-exercise muscle biop¬ 
sies showed increased skele¬ 
tal muscle protein synthesis — 
a sign that muscles were bet¬ 
ter able to rebuild — after the 
milk drink, compared with 
the carb-only beverage. 

Additionally, drinking fat- 
free chocolate milk led to a 
higher concentration of glyco¬ 
gen, or muscle fuel, in muscles 
30 and 60 minutes after exer¬ 
cise, compared with the sports 
drink. Replenishing glycogen 
after exercise helps future per¬ 
formance, Lunn says. 

While only men were 
studied, one would expect 
women to gain the same post¬ 
workout benefits from choco¬ 
late milk, he says. 

’’Athletes can consider it 
an inexpensive nutritional al¬ 
ternative to engineered sports 
beverages for help with post¬ 
workout recovery,” says 
sports nutritionist Nancy 
Clark, MS, RD, of Health- 
works Fitness Center in 
Chestnut Hill, Mass.

US stock futures point to a 
continued slide 


US stock futures are showing 
signs of continuing downward 
to start off the week, after less- 
than-rosy US employment data 
put in doubt the strength of the 
economic recovery and further 
debt woes play on the markets 
in Europe. Currently all lead¬ 
ing stock futures are in the red 
with the DOW off 42 points or 
0.42%, while the NASDAQ 
and S&P are slightly lower by 
0.50% and 0.30% respectively. 

The end of last week saw a 
sharp drop off on Wall Street, 
after US non-farm payrolls 
came back much flatter then 
what investors were hoping 


for. While overall the US labor 
market added more jobs than 
any time since March of 2000, 
the additions were mostly due 
to the hiring of temporary con¬ 
sensus workers making evi¬ 
dent the lack of growth over 
the private sector. What’s 
more, Hungary has helped to 
flame up sovereign debt ten¬ 
sions in the euro zone after of¬ 
ficials there announced worries 
over the fiscal situation in the 
Eastern European country. The 
EUR/USD fell to a fresh 4- 
year low below 1.2000 on the 
news, which it attempts to re¬ 
cover from today. 


EU seeks safety net deal, Germany 


sets cuts 

LUXEMBOURG/BERLIN - 
European finance ministers 
sought to calm nervous mar¬ 
kets yesterday by nailing down 
details of a massive financial 
safety net for the euro zone as 
Germany unveiled new budget 
cuts it hopes will set an exam¬ 
ple for its partners in the bloc. 

German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel’s coalition agreed to 
pursue savings of 11.2 billion 
euros next year, part of a multi¬ 
year package of 80 billion de¬ 
signed to restore investor 
confidence in the finances of 
the 16-nation currency bloc. 

Citing diary problems, 
however, Merkel postponed 
crucial talks with French Pres¬ 
ident Nicolas Sarkozy on re¬ 
forming the euro zone’s 
governance, in a possible sign 
of differences between the co¬ 
founders of the single currency. 

Ministers from the 16 na¬ 
tions that share the euro met to 
approve arrangements to allow 
a Special Purpose Vehicle to 
raise up to 440 billion euros to 
lend to euro zone nations that 
run into Greek-style payments 
problems. 

Outside the euro zone, 
British Prime Minister David 
Cameron told Britons the scale 
of the country’s budget prob¬ 
lems was even worse than he 
had anticipated and Greece’s 
debt crisis showed the perils 
facing governments that fail to 
act. 

’’Greece stands as a war¬ 
ning of what happens to coun¬ 
tries that lose their credibility 
or whose governments pretend 
that difficult decisions can 
somehow be avoided,” he said. 

Hungary’s new center-right 
rulers, who spooked markets 
last week with loose talk of the 
country facing a Greek-style 
crisis, tried to reassure in¬ 
vestors yesterday by pledging 

Policymakers 
urge clear plans 
for cutting 
deficits 

MONTREAL, Canada 
Countries with big deficits 
must offer clear plans on how 
they will balance their budgets 
to maintain investor confi¬ 
dence and avoid problems seen 
in Europe, top economic poli¬ 
cymakers said yesterday. 

The warnings came after fi¬ 
nance ministers and central 
bankers meeting in South 
Korea reached an uneasy com¬ 
promise on Saturday on the 
speed at which budget cuts 
should be made to calm global 
financial markets rattled by the 
spreading debt crisis in Europe. 



to stick to deficit cutting tar¬ 
gets their predecessors agreed 
with the IMF. 

The ministers also dis¬ 
cussed ways of tightening sur¬ 
veillance of national budgets 
and applying earlier and 
tougher sanctions against 
countries that breach EU 
deficit limits or misrepresent 
their statistics, as Greece did. 

Investors fled peripheral 
euro zone government stocks 
and bonds last week on doubts 
about how the euro rescue 
mechanism would work and 
worries about the solvency of 
European banks exposed to the 
sovereign debt crisis. 

A weak euro 

Concern about political sta¬ 
bility in Spain, the biggest of 
the troubled southern euro 
zone economies, stoked mar¬ 
ket anxiety. 

Spain’s 5-year government 
bond yield was back near the 
3.91 percent peak it hit imme¬ 
diately before the euro zone’s 
deal last month on a $ 1 trillion 
backstop arrangement for the 
single currency area and before 
the European Central Bank be¬ 
gan buying government bonds. 

The single currency traded 
close to its lowest level in 4 
years below $ 1.20 after plung¬ 
ing last Friday, partly in reac¬ 
tion to comments from French 
Prime Minister Francois Fillon 
welcoming the single cur¬ 
rency’s weakening against the 
dollar. 

Juncker and Rehn both said 
they were more concerned by 
the pace of the euro’s decline 
than by the lower exchange 
rate. 

ECB President Jean- 
Claude Trichet said Saturday 
that European authorities were 
close to completing new stress 
tests on the banking system 
and would make ’’appropriate 
communication” once that was 
done. 

However, it was not clear 
whether this would involve 
testing individual banks and 
recommending which ones 
need fresh capital as advocated 
by U.S. Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner in a letter to 
G20 colleagues published at 
the weekend. 

The euro zone ministers 
regular monthly meeting has 
taken on extra significance be¬ 


cause of the market turmoil 
and pressure from Germany, 
the biggest European econ¬ 
omy, for sharp public spending 
cuts to clean up debt-laden 
public finances. 

In Berlin, Merkel’s cabinet 
agreed to pursue savings of 30 
billion euros over the next four 
years in welfare, mainly from 
unemployment benefits, and to 
slash thousands of federal gov¬ 
ernment jobs. 

On the revenue side, the 
German government wants to 
raise an extra 2.3 billion euros 
per year by taxing the profits 
of nuclear power station ope¬ 
rators and introducing an ’’en¬ 
vironmental” tax on domestic 
air travel. 

Merkel resisted calls by 
some members of her conser¬ 
vative party for an increase in 
certain value-added tax (VAT) 
rates, a step she had defini¬ 
tively ruled out during last 
year’s election campaign. 

The new savings are un¬ 
likely to please some of Ger¬ 
many’s partners, including the 
United States, which pressured 
Berlin at a G20 meeting in 
Busan, South Korea, to take 
steps to stimulate domestic de¬ 
mand and help the global re¬ 
covery. 

Merkel and Sarkozy had 
been due to patch up their dif¬ 
ferences over the euro zone 
and financial regulation at a 
private dinner in Berlin, 10 
days before a crucial EU sum¬ 
mit on reforming the bloc’s 
economic governance. 

That meeting will now take 
place next Monday, the Ger¬ 
man government said. 

Sarkozy has refrained from 
public criticism of Merkel dur¬ 
ing the Greek crisis, although 
French officials have been pri¬ 
vately critical of her procrasti¬ 
nation, which they contend 
increased the cost of the Greek 
bailout. 

Although Hungary is not in 
the euro zone, the risk of finan¬ 
cial turmoil in wider EU coun¬ 
tries is one of the factors 
weighing on confidence in the 
euro and in euro zone banks 
which have substantial expo¬ 
sure to central and eastern Eu¬ 
rope.

Dominant Silva sinks Bucs 


BOSTON - Chin resting in 
his hand, mouth barely mov¬ 
ing as he spoke, Kobe Bryant 
had the look of someone who 
would have rather been any¬ 
where but Staples Center. 

The next few nights might 
make him long to be back 
home. 

The NBA's best rivalry is 
returning to its East Coast 
headquarters, site of perhaps 
the most miserable moment 
of Bryant's career last time he 
and the Los Angeles Lakers 


were here for the finals. 

And the Boston Celtics 
and their green-clad fans 
can't wait to welcome him 
back. 

"I feel good going back to 
the jungle,” Celtics forward 
Kevin Garnett said Sunday. 

Those familiar "Beat L.A! 
Beat L.A!” chants that have 
echoed through the Garden 
during so many springtimes 
will be booming again, and 
the Celtics can lock up an 
18th NBA title if they can do 


just that three times. 

Game 2 is tonight, fol¬ 
lowed by games Thursday 
and Sunday in Boston. 

The Celtics evened the se¬ 
ries at a game apiece with 
their 103-94 victory in Game 

2, with guards Raj on Rondo 
and Ray Allen taking turns 
punishing the Lakers, and 
Bryant often powerless to 
stop them because of foul 
trouble. 

A fuming Bryant had little 
to say afterward, offering 
terse responses as he looked 
back on that game and ahead 
to the next one. 

"It's the most important 
game. Game 1 was the most 
important, Game 2 was the 
most important, now it's Game 

3, ” Bryant said. "It's just the 
next game, simple as that.” 

The finals are deadlocked 
after two games for the first 
time since 2004, when the 
Detroit Pistons split a pair in 
Los Angeles before coming 
home and winning three 
straight to take the series. 
That was Bryant's first loss in 
the championship round. 

His other one came two 
years ago, on a night the Lak¬ 
ers will never forget. 

The Celtics pummeled 
them 131-92 in a Game 6 
rout that was decided after 
mere minutes. While Garnett, 
Allen and Pierce celebrated 
their long-awaited first NBA 
title, the humiliated Lakers 
sat trapped in their team bus 
as Boston fans taunted them 
from the street. 

"Obviously there's feel¬ 
ings involved and there's 
memories that are in there, 
which should help us, should 
help us to push through and 
to battle even harder," Lakers 
forward Pau Gasol said of 
that night. 

Both teams were off Mon¬ 
day following the cross¬ 
country flight from Los 
Angeles.

Helen Thomas quits after Israel 
comments 


Longtime Washington journal¬ 
ist Helen Thomas abruptly re¬ 
tired yesterday as a columnist 
for Hearst News Service fol¬ 
lowing remarks she made 
about Israel that were de¬ 
nounced by the White House 
and her press corps colleagues 

Journalist Helen Thomas, 
who has covered every admin¬ 
istration since Eisenhower’s 
and occupies front-row center 
in the White House briefing 
room is taking heat for com¬ 
ments she recently made on Is¬ 
rael. 

The latest Thomas contro¬ 
versy erupted Friday after a 
rabbi asked her and other at¬ 
tendees at a Jewish American 
Heritage Month celebration, 
held May 27 at the White 
House, ’’Any comments on Is¬ 
rael?” 

Thomas, a longtime critic 
of Israeli policy, replied: ’’Tell 
them to get the hell out of 
Palestine.” She continued to 
say that the Palestinians are 
’’occupied” and that the Jews 
should ”Go home” — to Ger¬ 
many, Poland, America and 
"everywhere else.” 

The speaker’s agency repre¬ 
senting Thomas has dropped 
her, and a high school canceled 
her commencement speech. 


Members of the White House 
Correspondents Association, 
which oversees seating in the 
briefing room, discussed the 
Thomas situation over week¬ 
end emails and met yesterday 
to hash out a response, accor¬ 
ding to a source with knowl¬ 
edge of the situation. 

"I deeply regret my com¬ 
ments I made last week regard¬ 
ing the Israelis and the 
Palestinians,” the 89-year-old 
Thomas wrote on her website. 
’’They do not reflect my heart¬ 
felt belief that peace will come 
to the Middle East only when 
all parties recognize the need 
for mutual respect and toler¬ 
ance. May that day come 
soon.” 

Thomas continued apolo¬ 
gizing in the Washington Post, 
telling its media critic, Howard 



Kurtz, in a Monday column: 
"I'm very sorry for my re¬ 
marks. I think I crossed the 
line.
